Subpart  A  -  DEFIinTIOITS

and  regulations  as  he  may  prescribe,  including  pa.yment  of  such  fees  as 
will  be  reasonable  and  as  nearly  as  maybe  to  cover  the  cost  for  the 
service  rendered:     Provided,  Tli-at  certificates  issued  by  the  authorized 
agents  of  the  Department  shall  be  received  in  all  courts  of  the  United 
States  as  prima,- facie  evidence  of  the  truth  of  the  statements  therein

(c)  Socrotary.     Secretary  or  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
of  the  United  States, 

(d)  Servi ce.    Agricultural  Marketing  Service  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture, 

(e)  Seed.  Alfalfa  seed,  red  clover  seed,  <-ind  such  other 
kinds  of  seed  used  for  planting  purposes  as  may  he  designated  hy  the 
Chief  of  the  Service, 

(f)  Class  and  origin,     Tlie  designation  of  the  class  of  seed 
as  to  kind,  i,  e. ,  alfalfa.,  red  clover,  and  the  class  as  to  origin  or 
place  where  grovm,  i,  e.,  one  or  more  States,  political  subdivisions  of

(k)  Verif ied-origin  seed  dealer,    A  seed  ..'rd'-^r  who  is 
authorized  under  these  regulations  and  instructions  to  issue  verified— 
origin  seed  certificates  for  seed  inspected  as  to  origin,  for  him. 

(k-1)  Re  cords,     DocixLients,  books,   statements,  tags,  labels, 
declarations,  reports,  invoices,  seed  samples,  or  any  other  matter i n  any 
form  used  to  record  business  transactions,  operations,  or  to  furnish  in- 
formation for  use  in  the  operation  of  the  business  of  the  grower,  shiiDper 
or  dealer,  or  prepared  or  issued  in  compliance  .with  these  regulations  and 
instructions  as  to  the  movement,  origin,  quality,  or  identity  of  lots  of 
seed  grown,  handled  or  moving  in  commerce, 

(K-2)  Lot  of  seed,    A  quantity  of  seed  more  or  less  defined 
as  to  source,  use  or  disposition  and  identified  by  a  lot  number,  e.  g,, 
grower's  lot,  milled  lot,  blended  lot,  bulk  lot,  cleaned  lot,  etc.  For 
the  purpose  of  identification  of  seed  in  a  verif ied-origin  seed  certificate 
or  in  an  analysts  tag  or  label  issued  in  compliance  with  these  regulations 
and  instructions,  a  "lot  of  Seed"  shall  be  a  quantity  of  seed  of  which  a

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59.21  Political  activity.    All  samplers  and  inspectors 
authorized  either  hy  appointaient  or  license  from  the  Secretary 
of  Agricultxire  to  draw  official  samples  of  seed  or  to  issue  in- 
spection certificates  under  the  act  and  those  regulations  are  for- 
bidden, during  the  period  of  their  appointment  or  license,  to  take 
an  active  part  in  political  management  or  in  political  campaigns. 
Political  activity  in  city,  county,  State,  or  national  elections, 
whether  primary  or  regular,  or  in  behalf  of  any  party  or  candidate, 
or  any  measure  to  he  voted  upon,  is  prohibited.

Records  of  in- 
spection, including  copies  of  certificates  issued,  records  of  such 
certificates,  applicants'  accoujnts,  and  other  detailed  information 
relating  to  the  work  of  an  inspection  office  are  not  to  be  made 
available  to  or  to  bo  opened  for  examination  by  any  person  v;ho  is 
not  connected  with  the  inspection  service.     Such  records  arc  to  be 
held  strictly  confidential  for  reference  by  the  inspector  in  charge 
of  the  office  and  his  assistants  and  by  the  supervising  inspector. 
Summarized  reports  which  do  not  disclose  the  operations  of  an  indi*«- 
vidual  grower,  shipper,  or  other  applicant  for  inspection  and  v/hich 
are  identified  clearly  as  to  source  and  contents  may  be  released  to 
the  public,  provided  that  when  so  released  they  shall  be  published 

in  such  manner  and  in  such  mediums  as  will  make  the  information  avail- 
able alike  to  all  interested  persons.

By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  the  Chief  of  the  Agricultural 
Marketing  Service  as  contained  in  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture,  governing  the  origin-verification  of  seed,  I,  C.  W, 
Kitchen,  Chief  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service,  do  herchy  issue  in  . 
lieu  of  previous  instructions,  the  following  instructions,  to  he  in  force 
and  effect,  on  and  after  July  1,  1940,  unless  amended  or  superseded  "by  in- 
structions issued  in  lieu  thereof. 


RULE  1 

AUTHORIZATION  TO  ISSUE  VERIFIED-ORIGIN  SEED  CERTIFICATES 

Section  1,    Who  may  issue  verif ied-origin  seed  certificates, — Veri- 
fied-origin  seed  certificates  may  be  issued  as  follows: 

(a)  By  vor if ied-origin  seed  inspectors. 

A  verified-origin  seed  inspector  may  issue  verif ied-origin  seed 
certificates  and  attach  or  supervise  the  attaching  of  them  to  "bags 
or  other  containers  of  a  given  lot  of  seed  which  is  properly  iden- 
tified and  which  is  knovm  to  be  covered  by  one  or  more  inspection 
certificates  that  have  been  issued  either  by  him  or  by  another 
verified-origin  inspector, 

(b)  By  verified-origin  seed  dealers. 

Seed  dealers  who,  upon  their  request,  have  had  their  methods  of 
handling  seed  stocks  and  records  examined  and  approved  by  a  veri- 
fied-origin seed  inspector  for  the  purpose  of  origin-verification 
of  alfalfa  and /or  rod  clover  seed  may  bo  authorized  by  the  Chief 
of  the  Service  to  issue  verified-origin  seed  certificates  for  seed 
on  which  they  hold  valid  inspection  certificates  issued  to  them  by 
a  verified-origin  seed  inspector,  provided  they  agree:  (l)  to  con- 
form to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  these  regulations  and  instructions 
and  to  such  other  instructions  relating  thereto  as  may  be  issued; 
(2)  to  confine  their  purchases  of  alfalfa  seed,  so  far  as  possible, 
to  lots  of  seed  eligible  for  verification,  tocndcavor  to  obtain 
•  acceptable  assurances  of  origin  for  all  such  lots,  and  to  submit' 
inspection  certificate  applications  for  all  those  lots,  except  Stato 
certified  and  scaled  seed  and  imported  seed,  regardless  of  what 
disposition  is  to  bo  made  of  those  lots;   (3)  to  keep  such  records 
as  are  necessary  to  verify  the  origin  of  seed,  and  to  make  them 
available  for  inspection  by  a  verified-origin  seed  inspector  upon 
request  as  provided  in  section  59,17  of  regulations;  (4)  to  pay 
;  •..  the  fees  for  inspection  certificates  and  such  fees  and  charges 
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for  other  services  in  connection  therewith  as  shall  "be 
approved  hy  the  Chief  of  the  Service;  (5)  to  provide "tag 
verif iod-origin  seed  certificates  in  the  prescri"bed  form 
without  cost  to  the  Government,  and  to  keep  records  of  and 
to-ftirnish  such  information  regarding  their  use  as  may  he 
requested;  (6)  to  issue  verif ied-origin  seed  certificates 
for  all  verif  ied-origin  alfalfa  seed  shipped  or  sold  "by  thom 
except  as  otherwise  provided  in  these  instructions;  and  (?) 
to  use  verif ied-origin  seed  certificates  and  the  privilege 
of  issuing  them  solely  for  such  purposes  as  may  be  considered 
proper,  ethical,  and  legal. 

Section  2»    Time  of  filing  applicatiLons. — Applications  "by  seed  dealers 
for  authorization  to  issue  verif ied-origin  seed  certificates  for  any  fiscal 
year  (July  1  to  June  30)  must  "be  received  "by  the  Chief  of  the  Service  not 
later  than  Septemhor  1  of  the  same  year;  provided,  that  for  good  and  suffi- 
cient reason  the  Chief  of  the  Service,  at  his  discretion,  may  accept  and 
approve  applications  received  after  September  1, 

Section  3,    Applications  of  branch  establishments  or  subsidiaries, — 
Branches  or  subsidiaries  of  a  verif  ied-origin  seed  dea.ler  operating  under  the 
same  name  or  under  names  different  from  that  of  the  parent  esto,blishm.ent ,  in 
different  localities  and  keeping  independent  records,  mil  be  considered  as 
independent  establishments  and  shall  file  separate  applications  for  enroll- 
ment if  they  v;ish  to  bccom.e  verif  ied-origin  seed  dealers.  Branch-purchasing 
or  selling  stations  operating  under  the  sam.c  name,  closely  associated  with 
the  parent  institution,  and  not  operating  with  an  independent  set  of  records 
need  not  file  a  separate  application,  in  v;hich  case  they  will  operate  under 
the  same  application  and  will  bo  governed  by  all  the  regulations  and  instruc- 
tions applicable  to  verif ied-origin  seed  dealers. 

Section  4.    VTliich  seeds  may  be  verified. — Alfalfa  o.nd  red  clover  seed, 
singly  or  in  any  combination,  produced  in  the  United  States,  and  v/hich  meets 
the  requirements  of  these  regulations  and  instructions  may  be  verified  as  to 
origin  by  a  ver if icd-or igin  seed  inspector, 

RULE  2 

INSPECTION  CERTIFICATES 

Section  1,    Persons  for  v/hom  inspection  certificates  will  be  issued. — 
"An  application  for  the  inspection  of  seed  under  the  Act  may  be  made  by  a 
State,  a,  verif  ied-origin  seed  dealer,  or  any  other  interested  party."  (Section 
59,5  of  regulations.)    Applications  from  the  above  designated  persons  shall  be 
handled  as  prescribed  under  (a)  and  (b)  of  this  section. 

(a)  Verif ied-origin  seed  dealer. — Ver if ied-origin  seed  dealers  shall 
make  applications  for  inspection  certificates  for  the  classes  of 
seeds  covered  by  their  authorization  and  these  rules  as  follows: 
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(1)  Alfalfa  seed.— All  lots  of  alfalfa  seed  eligil)lo  for 
verification,  cxcopt  State  .certified  seed,  shall  "be. 
covered  "by  inspection  certificates-^  even  though  they 
may  have  hoen  purchased  in  part  or  entirely  "hy  a  vcri- 
fied-origin  seed  dealer  for  the    accotint  of  another  firm 
or  person.     If  it  is  desired  to  offer  State  certified 
seed  as  verif ied-origin  seed,  an  application  for  an  in- 
spection certificate  for  such  seed  shall  "bo  ina,de  in  the 
regular  way, 

(2)  Rod  clover  seed, — A  sufficient  quantity  of  red  clover 
seed  shall  "be  verified  as  to  origin  to  enable  the  veri- 
■fied-origin  seed  dealer  to  naintain  stocks  of  this  seed 

,  during  the  season  of  active  denand. 

(h)  State  or  other  interested  party. — Because  of  the  necessity  of  a 
conplcte  and  continuous  system  of  records  "by  each  handler  of  a 
given  lot  of  seed  to  substantiate  a  statement  of  origin,  the 
difficulty  of  supervising  and  checking  such  records,  and  the  in- 
ability of  the  applicant  ordinarily  to  furnish  suitable  consecu- 
tive documents,  it  is  off en  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  deter- 
mine the  correct  origin  and  issue  an' inspection  certificate  for  a 
lot  of  seed  not  in  the  hands  of  or  identified  with  the  records  of 
a  verif  ied-origin  seed  dealer.    However,  consideration  v/ill  be 
given  to  applications  for  inspections  of  lots  of  seed  when  such 
applications  have  been  prepared  by  and  for  a  State,  the  producer 
of  the  seed  in  question,  or  a  handler  of  only  locally  produced 
seed.     If  the  records  required  for  such  seed  arc  adequate  and  the 
applicant  has  fully  complied  with  the  rog-ulations  and  instructions 
including  the  payment  of  the  fees  and  charges,  the  verif ied-or  igi n 
seed  inspector  will  issue  an  inspection  certificate  and,  if  desired, 
attach  tag  verif ied-origin  seed  certificates  to  the  bags  or  pack- 
ages of  seed  inspected. 

Section  2,  Form  of  inspection  certificate, — The  form  (G-S-300)  of  in- 
spection certificate,  as  prescribed  by  the  service  for  verif ied-origin  seed 
dealers,  servos  two  distinct  iDurposes,  namely,  an  application  for  inspection 
and  an  official  inspection  certificate.     It  constitutes  an  application  for  in- 
spection when  it  is  filled  in  by  a  vcr  if  ied-or  igin  seed  dealer  v/ith  the  infor- 
mation required  for  verification  of  origin  of  the  lot  or  lots  of  seed  covered. 
The  information  certified  by  him  or  his  designated  representative  is  in  effect 
an  accurate  transcription  of  certain  portions  of  his  records  which  servos  as 
a  basis  for  issuing  a  certificate, _  It  is  then  transmitted  to  the  verified- 
origin  seed  inspector  along  with  the  country  shippers    declarations  of  origin 
and  invoice  verif ied-or igin  seed  certificates  for  the  lots  of  seed  included 
in  the  application  and  covered  by  such  documents,'   The  declarations,  but  not 
the  invoice  verif ied-origin  seed  certificates,  will  be  returned  to  the  applicant. 
After  the  inspector  has  examined  and  approved  the  application,  v;ith  or  without 
exceptions,  as  evidenced  by  his  signature,  it  becomes  an  official  inspection 
certificate,  which  is  receivable  in  all  courts'  of  the  United  States  ad  prima 
facie  evidence  of  the  truth  of  the  statements  therein  contained.  Inspection 
certificate  application  forms  will  be  furnished  by  the  service  to  verified- 
origin  seed  dealers  on  request,    Tho  original  sheet  for  each  ccrtificQ,te  appli- 
cation is  white  and  tho  copies  are  blue. 
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Soction  3,    When  certificate  applications  should  "be  made. — Ap-plica- 
tions  for  the  verification  of  origin  of  alfalfa  and  red  clover  seed  shall 
"be  made  iimncdiately  after  the  seed  has  heen  purchased  "by,  or  cones  into  the 
possession  of,  the  applicant,  in  order  to  give  the  inspector  an  opportunity 
to  make  such  investigations  as  nay  "be  necessary  and  thus  permit  the  issuance 
of  the  certificate  "before  the  seed  is  needed  for  "blending  or  shipment,  (Sec- 
tion 59,9  of  regulations.) 

Section  4.    Preparation  of  application  for  inspection  certificate. — 
An  inspection  certificate  application  of  a  verif ied-origin  seed  dealer,  v/hich 
after  being  approved  "by  the  inspector  "becomes  an  inspection  certificate,  con- 
sists of  one  sheet  (original)  and  cor;ics,     (Rule  2,  Sec,  6.)    Each  vcrif ied- 
origin  seed  dealer  shall  maintain  his  ovra  series  of  num'bers.    The  applica- 
tion shall  "be  prepared  "by  the  applicant  "by  entering  information  on  the  "blank 
form  as  follows,     (Section  59.8  of  regulations.) 

(a)  Serial  num'ber. — Each  verif  ied-origin  seed  dealer  shall  Id  c  assigned 
a  2-lGttor  syn"bol  which  v/hen  com"bined  with  a  serial  num"ber  "begin- 
ning v/ith  num"ber  one  shall  constitute  the  a,pplication  or  certificate 
numT)cr  or  designation.    This  is  to  "bo  entered  in  the  upper  right- 
hand  corner.    In  the  case  of  a  corrected  application  the  serial 
nunher  shall  "be  the  same  as  that  of  the  original  application  "but 
the  word  "corrected"  shall- he  written  ahove  the  serial  number, 

("b)  Kind'  of  seed. — The  name  of  the  kind  of  seed  shall  "be  the  connorJ.y 
accepted  name,  e.g.,  alfalfa,  red  clover,  without  the  name  of  any 
variety  or  other  descriptive  matter  in  connection  therewith.  TMs 
shall  "be  entered  in  the  space  provided  under  the  caption  "Inspec- 
tion Certificate"  (GrS-300).    Only  one  kind  of  seed  shall  he  in- 
cluded in  each  application. 

(c)  Applicant's  name  and  address. -The  name  and  address  of  the  appli- 
cant shall  he  entered  in  full  at  the  top  of  the  certificate, 

(d)  Uamc  of  person  making  shipment  or  delivery,  shipping  point  and 
,  post-office  address. — The  name  of  the  person  from  whom  seed  was 

obtained,  the  shipping  point  and  the  post-office  address,  if  dif- 
ferent from  the  shipping  point,  shall  "be  given.     If  the  person 
making  shipment  is  a  traveling  representative  or  acting  as  a  com- 
mission huyer  for  the  applicant,  such  fact  shall  "be  indicated  by 
.    ,      writing  the  firm- name  of  the  applicant,  enclosed  in  parentheses, 
below  the  name  of  such  person,    Por  seed,  from  a  non-verif ied- 
origin  seed  Aealer,  which  has  tag  verif ied-origin  seed  ccrtifi-- 
catos  attached,  the  name  and  address  of  the  person  from  whom  re- 
ceived shall  bo  given  and  below  tl^at ,  in  parenthesis,  the  name 
or  symbol  appearing  on  the  vcrif ied-origin  seed  certificates, 

(e)  Date  of  shipment, — The  date  the  lot  was  shipped  or  delivered 
shall  be  shown  or  in  case  the  lot  has  not  actually  been  shipped, 
the  date  the  lot  was  invoiced  or  purchased  shall  be  given  and  a 
notation  to  that  effect  bo  made. 
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(f)  Shipper's  lot  rrujn"ber. — Tlie  shipper's  lot  numoer  shall  always 
"be  gi'voii.     If  any  lot  listoti  in  a.n  ai:iplication  "besrs  tag  vori- 
fiGd-origin  seed  certificatos  i;~di catir.g  a  lot  number  different 
from  that  of  the  person  raaking  shlj^mont there  shrall  also  "be 
given,  in  parenthesis,  tl-.e  lot  nainher  with  the  2-letter  prefix, 
if  any,  on  the  tag  certificates. 

(g)  Applicant's  receiving  lot  numper. — The  receiving  lot  mtmher  given 
shall  he  the  let  munbor  (alone  or  cornhincd  \;ith  the  shipper's  lot 
nuin'ber)  un.der  vj-hich  the  lot  is  recorded  and  handled  by  the  appli- 
cant from  the  time  it  is  received  until  it  is  cleaned  or  "blended 
with  other  lots, or  otherwise  prepared  for  sale. 

(h)  I'feight  in  pounds. — The  vreight  given  for  each  entry  shall  he  the 
receiving  v/oight  (v/ithout  deductions  for  dockage  or  cleaning),  and 
shall  correspond  closely  with  t?.at  shov/n  in  the  declaration  of 
origin,  the  irivoice  vcr  if  iod-orif-in  G;?cd  certificate,  or  other 
records  on  vjhich  the  statemont  of  origin  of  the  porticular  lot  of 
seed  is  based. 

(i)  VJliere  grown. — The  State  or  approved  district,  v/hero  the  lot  v/as 
grown  shall  be  given.     If,  hov/ever,  it  is  desired  to  be  more 
specific  in  describing  the  origin  in  verif ied~origin  seed  certif- 
icates, the  name  of  the  county  or  counties  (P.ale  5)  shall  also  be 
given  in  the  application  and  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  facts 
given  in  the  declaration  or  other  documentary  assurance  of  origin, 

(j)  Declaration. — The  kind  of  assxirfxnce  of  origin  on  which  the  state- 
ment of  origin  is  based,  such,  as  a  declaration  of  a  grower  "G",  a 
declaration  of  a  shipper  a  vcrif ied-origin  seed  certificate 

(either  invoice  or  tag  fori.i)  "V",  and  official  State  or  Tederal 
certificate  ^'0",  or  other  accept.able  document  "X",  shall  be  given. 
If  the  assurance  is  a  tag  verif ied-origin  seed  certificate  the 
applicant  shall  make,  on  the  line  belov;  that  covered  by  the  lot 
in  qviestion,  the  following  or  a  similar  notat  ion:  "Tag  certificates 
proijerly  attached  and  no  evidence  that  contents  of  b  ags  have  been 
tampered  with. " 

(k)  Kam.e  of  person  signing  for  o.pplicant. — The  person  signing  for  the 
applicant  shall  be  a?i  ofxiciai  of  the  concern  or  other  person 
dosignat.ed  to  certify  to  the  accuracy  of  the  records  and  the  tran- 
script of  them,- 

(l)  Date  of  application. — The  date  shall  be  the  month,  day, and  year 
the  original  or  the  corrected  application,  as  the  case  may  be,  was 
prepared  and  transmitted  to  the  inspector. 

Section  5,  Issuing  an  inspection  certificate. — VJhen  a  verif  ied-origin 
seed  inspector  receives  an  applicai^ion  in  due  form  for  the  inspection  of  seed 
from  an  applicant,  he  shall  examine  the  application  and  check  the  information 
given,  also  the  accompanying  assurances  of  origin  with  available  data  from 
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othor  sources.     If  the  infornition  appears  to  "be  correct  and  complete,  he 
shall  sign  the  application  and  enter  the  date  and  ancunt  of  fees  and  charges, 
thus  transferring  the  application  into  an  official  inspection  certificate, 
(Section  59.10,  59ol3  and  59.19  of  rce-Tulat ions . ) 

Section  6,    Filing  inspection  certificates.— Por  all  districts  ex- 
cept the  one  served  directly  "by  the  Vfashington  office,  three  complete  files 
of  the  inspection  certific:^tes  shall  "be  preserved;  one  "by  the  verified- or  ig  in 
seed  dealer,  .another  hy  the  vcrif ied-origin  seed  inspector  for  his  district, 
and  still  another  "by  the  Ifeshington  office  of  the  Seed  Verification  Service. 
0?he  applicant  shall  prepare  the  original  and  three  copies  of  each  application. 
He  shall  file  one  (last)  copy  for  tcnporary  reference  aiid  transmit  the  orig- 
inal and  tv70  copies  to  the  verif ied-origin  seed  inspector  for  his  district. 
When  approved,  the  inspector  shall  sign  the  orip^inal  and  "both  copies,  return 
the  original  to  the  applicant,  tr.ansmit  one  copy  to  the  V'ashington  office, 
and  file  the  remaining  copy  in  his  ov;:.:.  office^     In  the  Ivashington  district 
only  two  files  are  noccsrary  as  the  distrj  ct  and  ii'ashing'con  files  are  the 
same.     Inspection  certificates  are  not  transf crahle  hut  sh<all  "be  rete.ined  hy 
the  vcrif ied-origin  seed  dealer  in  his  files  as  the  evidence  of  origin  upon 
v;hich  to  "base  the  issuance  of  verif  ied-origin  seed  certificates  for  the  lots 
of  seed  covered  hy  the  inspection  certificate, 

VERIFISD-ORIGIH  SEED  CSRTIPICATES 

Section  1,    Purpose  of  vcrif ied-origin  seed  certificate. — The  veri- 
f ied-origin  seed  ccrtifico-tc  is  the  commercial  document,  issued  hy.oither  a 
verif  ied-origin  seed  inspector  or  a  vcrif  ied-origin  seed  dealer,  vjhich  gives 
the  "buyer  definite  assv-i^ance  that  the  oi'igin  of  the  lot  in  question  is  as 
stated  in  that  certificate.     It  certifies  only  origin  or  place  where  grown, 
and  not  variety,  quality,  purity,  or  germination.     Seed  D earing  verif ied- 
origin  seed  certificates,  however,  must  moot  certain  standards  of  quality, 
(Hule  3,  Section  4  (c).)   The  inf  ori:;at  ion  contained  in  o.  verif  ied-origin 
seed  certificate  must  he  in  harr.ony  v/ith  tho,t  in  one  or  more  valid  inspec- 
tion certificates  covering  the  lot^  imich  have  "been  issued  previously  and 
v;ith  the  report  of  the  verif  ied-origin  seed  dealer  for  the  lot  in  question 
which  also  shall  have  hecn  issued  XJ^eviously,     (Rule  7,  section  2,) 

Section  2.    Kinds  and  forms  of  verif  ied-origin  seed  certificates.-- 
There  arc  tv/o  kinds  of  vcrif  ied-origin  seed  certificates,  namely,  invoice 
verif  ied-origin  seed  certificate  and  tag  vor  if  ied-origin  seed  certificate,

— Wherever  designated  portions 
of  certain  States  arc  set  u.p  as  special  districts  for  indicating 
origins  the  "boundaries  arc  usually  county  linos  and  the  declara- 
tion or  declarations  on  which  the  statement  is  hased  shall  give 
tho  name  of  the  county  or  counties  in  which  the  seed  was  produced. 
The  following  special  districts  are  hcrehy  established: 

(1)  Oregon  and  V/ashington. — Those  portions  of  the  States  of 
Oregon  or  I'JashingtoTi  west  of  the  Cascade  Range  may  ho 
designated  as  "V/esatern  Oregon"  and  "Western  Washington," 
respectively;  those  portions  cast  of  the  Cascade  Range 
may  in  like  manner  he  designated  as  "Eastern  Oregon"  and 
"Sastcrn  Wadnington." 

(2)  ITorthern  Neck  of  Virginia. — That  portion  of  the  State  of 
Virginia  between  tho  Potomac  and  Rappaliannock  rivers  com- 
prising the  counties  of  Lancaster,  ITorthumherland,  Richmond, 
Westmoreland,  King  G-eorgc,  and  Stafford  and  the  adjoining 
counties  of  Essex  and  Middlesex  "may  "be  designated  the  "North- 
ern Neck  of  Virginia,"  the  term  commonly  applied  to  that  area^ 

(3)  Calif or ni  a. — Those  counties  in  the  State  of  California 
north  of  the  40th  parallel,  including  the  counties  of  Tehama 
and  Plumas  may  he  designated  "Northern  California,"  That 
portion  of  California  s.outh  of  northern  California  and  north 
of  the  southern  boundary  of  Monterey,  Kings,  Tulare,  and 
Inyo  counties  may  be  designated  "Central  California,"  That 
portion^  of  California  south  of  central  Co,lifornia  may  be 
designated  "Southern  California."    That  portion  of  the  western 
part  of  Riverside  county,  included  in  and  adjacent  to  tho 
Hemot,  Murietta,  Porris  and  Temccula  valleys  may  be  desig- 
nated tho  "San  Jacinto  Mountain  Vcilleys,  California." 

(4)  Michig;m. — That  portion  of  the  State  of  Michigan  north  of 
and  inclviding -the  counties  of  Oceana,  Newago,  Mecosta, 
Isabella,  Midland,  Bay,  Tuscola  and  Sanilac  may  bo  designa- 
ted "Northern  Michigan"  and  timt  portion  south  of  those 
counties  may  be  designated  "Southern  Michigan," 


(5)  Northern  part  of  State, -~3xc opt  as  provided  for  Calif- 
ornia and  Michi£:an  tiiat  portion  of  any  State  made  up  of 
the  covmtics  i^-iiich  lie  entirely  north  of  an  east-west 
line  dravm  half  way  hctwcen  the  northern  and  southern 
extremities  of  the  State  my  "be  desig^nated  hy  the  word 
"northern"  and  the  State  name,  for  examx:)lc,  "Northern 
Illinois."    That  portion  south  of  the  northern  portion 
would  likewise  he  designated  "southern." 

(c)  Counties. — A  single  county  or  any  group  of  adjacent  counties, 
or  counties  in  a  sinijlc  restricted  producing  area,  may  he 
given  as  origin  provided  such  county  or  counties  are  given 
as  the  origin  in  the  declaration  on  v;hich  the  statement  is  "based,

PvSCOHDS 

Section  1,    Lot  identification. — Each  lot  of  seed  of  the  kind  or 
kinds  that  are  "being  verified  as  to  origin  which  is  handled  hy  a  vcrified- 
origin  seed  dealer  shall  bear  a  lot  numher  "by  v;hich  it  shall  he  known  in 
the  records  of  the  shipper  or  verif ied-origin  seed  dealer  so  long  as  its 
composition  remains  unchanged.     Vfnen  it  is  cleojiod  or  "blended  with  other 
lots  and  thore"by  loses  its  former  identity,  the  new  lot  so  formed  shall  "be 
given  a  new  lot  nunhor  and  the  record  shall  shov/  all  lots  or  parts  of  lots 
and  quantity  of  each  used  in  the  cleaned  or  "blended  lot.    l!lum"bers,  v/ith  or 
without  letters,  constitute  the  best  a,nd  simplest  system  of  lot  designations 
and  shall  bo  used  for  all  lots  offered  for  sale  or  sold  by  verif ied-origin 
seed  doalerso     It  is  recommended  that  continuous  scries  of  numbers  be  used 
by  verif ied-origin  seed  dealers  for  3  years  or  more  so  that  there  will  be 
little  or  no  likelihood  that  numbers  of  lots  will  be  duplicated  by  the  same 
deo-ler  in  successive  seasons  and  thereby  result  in  confusion,     (Section  59,2 
(k2)  and  (kS)  of  Regulations.) 

Section  2.    Dealers'  records. — Complete  records  of  all  lots  of  seed 
of  the  kind  or  kinds  being  verified  as  to  origin  shall  be  maintained  by 
verif ied-origin  seed  dealers.     Such  records,  properly  kept,  will  enable  an 
inspector  to  trace  the  source  and  disposition  of  every  lot  of  these  seeds 
handled  and  the  source  of  all  information  pertaining  to  such  seed,  whether 
or  not  it  ho.s  been  verified  as  to  origin.     To  accomplish  this,  the  follow- 
ing kinds  of  records,  in  addition  to  acceptable  assurances  of  origin^  are 
required  of  x^erif iod-origin  seed  dealers,     (Section  59.2  (kl)  of  Regulations.) 

(a)  Rec  eiving  record. — Kind  of  seed,  lot  number,  weight,  date  lot 
was  received,  and  name  and  address  of  the  person  making  shipment 
to  the  verif ied-origin  seed  dealer. 

(b)  Bulking  and  cleaning  record. — Kind  of  seed,  now  lot  number  or 
numbers,  weight  and  origin  of  nev/  bulk,  cleaned  or  blended  lot, 
lot  numbers,  weight  and  origin  of  original  lot  before  cleaning 
or  of  component  lots  used  in  making  up  a  bulk  or  blended  lot, 
weights  of  screenings  discarded  and  date  bulking,  blending,  or 
cleaning  was  done.

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(c)  Stock  rocord. — Kind  of  seed,  number  of  certificate  or  dealer's 
report  covering  lot,  lot  number,  origin,  (if  a  multiple  origin 
the  percentage  of  each  origin  shall  "be  given)  weight  of  lot 

as  received  or  when  first  offered  for  sale,  individual  sales 
or  other  disposition  in  pounds  or  bags  of  this  lot  according 
to  dates  the  parcels  were  sold  or  according  to  invoice  numbers 
covering  the  sales,  and  remainder  on  hand  either  stated  or 
readily  computed. 

(d)  Labeling  record. — The  labeling  record  may  be  kept  in  various 
v;ays  but  in  all  cases  shall  disclose  the  source  and  identity 
of  all  items  of  information  given  on  the  label, 

(e)  Shipping  record. — Kind  of  seed,  lot  number,  weight,  date  lot 
v/as  shipped  or  sold,  and  name  and  address  of  person  or  firm 
to  v/hom  lot  xvas  shipped  or  sold, 

(f)  cr.mple  rocord. — A  complete  file  shall  be  maintained  of  the 
sauples  of  all  lots  prepared  or  offered  for  sale  of  seed  of 
the  kind  or  kinds  which  arc  being  verified  as  to  origin.  The 
sample  envelope  should  indicate  lot  number  and  origin.    A  sample 
shall  also  be  retained  of  each  lot  purchased  directly  from  a 
grower  when  such  seed  is  covered  by  a  declaration  of  origin 

and  has  not  been  produced  in  the  vicinity  of  the  dealer's  place 
of  business,     (Section  3(a).)    A  sample,  two  ounces  or  more  in 
v/eightj  of  each  lot  prepared  or  offered  for  sale  shall  be  'kept 
for  at  least  1  year  after  the  complete  disposition  of  the  lot, 

(g)  Storage  record. — Seed  of  the  kind  or  kinds  being  verified  as 
to  origin  in  the  process  of  cleaning  or  in  storage  by  verified- 
origin  seed  dealers  shall  be  handled  or  piled  in  a  room  with 
adequate  lighting  so  tha.t  the  bags  of  each  lot  may  bo  readily 
identified.     If  all  bags  are  not  marked  or  tagged,  a  sufficient 
number  shall  be  legibly  t^^^god  or  stenciled  v/ith  lot  numbers 
for  the  purposes  of  identification,    V/herc  mo-ny  lots  are  stored 
in  one  or  more  warehouses  adequate  records  shall  be  kept  of  in 
cjid  out  movement  and  location  of  seed  in  warehouse. 

Section  3,  Shippers'  records. — Shippers  of  alfa.lfa  and  red  clover 
eed  shall  keep  records  as  proscribed  under  (a),   (b),and  (c)  of  this 
ection,     (Section  59,2  (i)  of  Regulations.) 

(a)  Country  shipper. — A  shipper  located  in  a  producing  area  x-jho  con- 
fines his  purchases  of  8,lfalfa  and/or  red  clover  seed  to  that 
produced  in  his  ovm.  locality  for  shipment  to  seed  dealers  or  to 
other  country  shippers  shall  keep  a  record  of  receipts  and  ship- 
ments.   Such  rocord  may  bo  in  simple  form  but  must  show  for  each 
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lot  of  seed  purcho-scd  or  received  and  for  each  lot  sold, 
shipped  or  delivered  the  narac  and  address  of  the  other  party 
to  each  transaction  or  shipment,  the  -Dlace  from  v;hich  received 
.   ,  or  to  v;hich  shipped,  the  quantity  in  ^oounds,  and  the  date  re- 

ceived or  shipped.    Ho  shall  also  keep  a  copy  of  each  declara- 
tion v/hich  ho  issues,  also  the  original  grov/ers'  and  country 
shippers'  declarations  of  origin  received  hy  hira,    A  sample 
shall  be  retained  of  each  lot  of  alfalfa  and  red  clover  seed  not 
produced  locally  which  is  covered  hy  a  declaration  of  origin 
(.Section  2  (f).)    Wienevcr  a  shipper  does  cleaning  or  "bulking 
of  seed  his  receiving  or  "bulking  records  shall  show  the  com- 
ponents of  the  "bulk  and  such  other  information  necessary  to 
establish  the  origin    and  identity  of  components  and  of  the 
final  lot, 

(b)  General  shipper  and  seed  dealer. — A  shipper  of  alfalfa  and/or 
red  clover  seed  who  "buys  sudi  seed  over  a  large  territory,  or 
a  general  seed  dealer  located  in  a  surplus  producing  territory 
\h.o  v;ishes  to  function  as  a  shipper,  must  keep  complete  records, 
for  the  kind  of  seed  involved,  similar  to  those  of  ver if icd-origin 
seed  dealers  if  he  v;ishcs  to  issue  declarations  of  origin  ac- 
ceptable to  the  service.    Declarations  from  such  a  dealer  will 
be  accepted  only  under  the  most  favorable  circumstances.      A  gen- 
oral  seed  dealer  functioning  as  a  shipper  of  alfalfa  and/or  red 
clover  seed  is  required  to  tag  every  shipment  of  such  seed  with 
the  lot  n-'ombcr  and  origin,  if  knov/n,  as  is  required  of  a  verified- 
origin  need  dealer  and  to  meet,  for  such  seed,  all  the  req_uire- 
monts  of  the  I'ederal  Seed  Act  and  the  Regulations  under  the  Act 
as  if  it  were  shipped  in  interstate  comr.orce,

VSHIFIED-OniGIH  SBIHD  DEALER'S  REPORT 

Section  1,  Purpose  of  rciport, — The  purpose  of  the  ver  if  ied-origin 
seed  dealer's  report  is  to  enable  an  inspector  to  determine  v/hether  or  not 
a  given  lot  or  the  component  parts  of  a  bulk  lot  offered  for  sale  or  sold 
have  been  verified  as  to  origin.     In  other  xrords ,  it  servos  to  identify  any 
ver if ied-origin  seed  certificates  issued  by  a  verif ied-origin  seed  dealer 
v;ith  the  inspection  certificate  or  certificates  issued  to  that  dealer  cover- 
ing the  lot  in  question  or  its  component  lots. 

Section  2.    V/hen  report  shall  be  made. — Vor  if  ied-origin  seed  dealers 
shall  make  a  report  (GS-301)  every  v/eek  that  ncv/  lots  of  vor  if  ied-origin 
seed  ;xre  prepared  or  offered  for  snle,  or  cftencr  if  the  verif  ied-origin  seed 
dealer  making  the  report  has  occasion  to  furnish  to  another  ver if ied-origin 
seed  dealer  an  invoice  vor  if  ied-origin  seed  certificate  for  a  given  lot  v;hich 
has  not  already  been  covered  under  the  same  lot  number  by  an  inspection  cer- 
tificate or  by  a  verif  ied-origin  seed  dealer's  report,     llo  vor  if  ied-origin 
seed  certificate  for  a  given  lot  shall  be  issued  unless  that  lot  has  been 
covered,  under  the  lot  number  as  sold,  by  either  a.  ver  if  icd-origin  seed 
dealer's  report  or  an  inspection  certificate,     (Rule  3,  section  1.) 
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Section  3,    Form  and  m.xmT3ering  of  report. — Porms  for  this  report 
shall  be  furnished  i)j  the  service.    The  original  sheet  for  each  re-oort  is 
v/hite  and  the  copies  are  pink.     These  reports  shall  he  serially  nurahered 
"by  each  dealer,  using  that  dealer's  2-lctter  syrahol  in  comhination  with 
the  serial  nurchor,  and  the  same  scries  of  miinhers  shall  "bo  continued  hy 
the  dealer  from  year  to  year  so  long  as  ho  remains  in  the  service.  Each 
sheet  used  constitutes  s.  separate  report  and  shall  he  given  a  nov;  numher. 

Section  4.    Preparation  of  report. — The  heading  of  the  verified- 
origin  seed  dealer's  report  provides  for  listing  the  "nevi  lots  of  verified- 
origin  seed  which  have  hocn  prepared,  or  offered  for  sale  during  the  week." 
Each  firm  decides  the  date  of  cut-off  for  each  week  and  the  method  of  re- 
porting, that  is,  whether  it  will  he  on  the  "basis  of  seed  "prepared"  or 
seed  "offered  for  sale";  in  each  case  the  seed  in  question  may  or  may  not 
have  heen  "sold  or  shipped"  in  part  or  entirely,  this  having  no  bearing 
whatever  on  the  v/ay  the  report  is  to  be  filled  in.    Tlio  practice  of  list- 
ing the  nov:  lots  as  thoy  are  bulked  or  prepared  is  preferred  by  this  service. 
Each  firm  phall  indicate  in  the  first  report  by  scratching  out  the  vrords 
not  needed,  v/hat  method  is  being  used  in  making  out  the  reports  and  shall 
follow  that  ^ncthod  regularly.      In  each  method  a  report  of  the  preparation 
of  a  given  liulk  lot  is  to  be  made  usually  only  once,  the  entire  quantity  of 
the  lot  being  shown.    All  or  a  portion  of  the  same  bulk  lot,  hov/cver,  maybe 
included  as  part  of  a  nev;  bulk  lot,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  indicated  in 
the  proper  col-umn  later  in  the  same  report  or  in  another  report  as  provided 
hereafter. 

Section  5,    Reporting  component lots  used  in  bulk  or  final  lots. — 
When  a  nov/  lot  to  bo  reported  consists  only  of  lots  as  shovm  in  inspection 
certificates  all  stich  lots  shall  be  listed  in  the  sixth  column  headed  "Re- 
ceiving lot  numbers  as  shown  in  inspection  certificates,"     If,  however,  it 
includes  wholly  or  in  part  one  or  more  prepared  lots  all  of  v/hich  shall  have 
been  reported  previously  in  a  verified- origin  seed  dealer's  report,  such  com- 
ponent lots  shall  be  listed  in  the  seventh  column  headed  "Bulk  or  final  lot 
numbers  shov/n  previously  by  us  in  a  vcrif ied-origin  seed  dealer's  report," 
In  order  to  expedite  the  auditing  of  records  as  to  quantities  and  porcontagcs 
of  origins  in  blends  it  is  very  desirable  that  quantities  of  seed  of  each 
component  be  indicated  in  a  dealer's  report. 

Section  S.    Reporting  simple  or  multiple  origins, — The  origin  of  a 
lot  as  given  in  a  report  must  not  be  more  specific  than  the  respective  origins 
of  the  comprmcnt  lots  as  shown  in  inspectirm  certificates  or  in  dealers' 
reports.     Jot  example,  if  these  certificates  or  reports  indicated  the  origin 
of  one  or  more  component  lots  of  a  bulk  lot  to  be  Oregon  instead  of  Malheur 
or  some  other  countj?-  in  Oregon,  the  origin  of  the  bulk  lot  in  the  report 
shall  be  indicated  merely  as  Oregon,  and  not  as  eastern  Oregon  or  Malheur 
County,  Oreg.     Vflien  more  tho.n  one  State  or  district  is  given  as  the  origin 
of  a  lot  of  alfpolfa  or  red  clover  seed,  the  names  of  such  States  or  districts 
shall  be  listed  in  the  report  in  the  order  of  the  percentage  of  each  origin, 
the  one  contributing  the  largest  portion  in  the  blend  or  mixture  being  men- 
tioned first  and  the  others  in  the  proper  order,     (Rule  3,  section  3  (b).)

SCHEDULE  OE  FEES 

Section  1,    Foes  and  chrrgos. — The  fees  and  cliargcs  for  the  in- 
spection of  alfalfa  and  red  clover  seed  for  class  and  origin  arc  as  follows: 

(a)  An  advance  deposit  of  $25  is  required  vith  each  application 
of  a  seed  dealer  for  the  privilege  of  issuing  verif icd-or igi n 
seed  certificates.     Thir,  deposit  applies  on  the  regular  fees 
provided  under  ("b)  of  this  secti'-.n.     If  the  application  is 
received  prior  to  Septenher  1  of  the  fiscal  year  (July  1  - 
June  30)  for  which  it  is  made  only  one  $25  deposit  is  required 
for  either  alfalfa  or  alfalfa  and  red  clover  seed.    If  a  veri- 
ficd-origin  seed  dealer  for  alfalfa  seed  v/ishcs  to  file  an 
application  after  Septenher  1  for  rod  clover  seed,  he  may  do  so 
oy  depositing  an  additional  $25  and  "by  paying  the  necessary 
tjravel  and  other  expenses  of  the  inspector  to  examine  his 
records  and  stocks,  the  deposit  so  made,  hut  not  the  expenses, 
to  apply  towards  the  fees  for  red  clover  seed  as  provided  under 
(h)  of  this  section.    Applications  received  after  Scptenher  1 
for  alfalfa  or  alfalfa  and  red  clover  seed  ordino.rily  will  be 
refused.     The  Chief  of  the  Service  v/ill  use  his  discretion, 
hov/ever,  in  approving  such  applications  in  unusually  meritorious 
cases, 

(h)  The  fee  for  inspection  for  class  and  origin  of  one  or  more  lots 
of  seed  of  one  kind  included  in  one  application  from  a  verified- 
origin  seed  dealer  shall  bo  3  cents  per  100  pounds  (receiving 
v.'oight)  v;ith  a  minimum  fee  of  $1  for  each  certificate, 

(c)  The  fee  for  inspection  for  class  and  origin  of  one  or  more  lots 
of  seed  included  in  one  application  from  a  person  v/ho  is  not  a 
vorif iod-origin  seed  dealer  but  who  is  the  producer  or  who  handles 
only  locally-produced  seed  and  viio  keeps  adequate  records  and 
agrees  to  submit  sucli  records  for  examination  by  an  inspector  at 
any  tine  on  request  and  otherwise  to  coi;Tply  with  the  regulations 
and  instructions  pertaining  to  the  use  of  vcr if iod-origin  seed 
certificates  and  the  Seed  Verification  Service  shall  be  5  cents 
per  100  pounds,  with  a  nininum  fee  of  $5  for  each  certificate 
plus  a  charge  for  the  tine,  travel  and  other  expenses  of  the  in- 
spector in  examining  records  and  stocks  and  performing  other 
duties  incidental  thereto. 


RULE  9 


MISCSLLillffiOlTS 

Section  1.    Advertising. — Verif ied-origin  seed  dealers  are  per- 
nitted  to  advertise  verif ied-origin  alfalfa  and/or  red  clover  seed  in 
their  catalogs,  price  lists,  etc.,  provided,  the  advertising  is  not 
false  or  misleading  in  any  particular. 

Section  2,    rorras  of  nisrepresentation. — Misrepresentation  of  any 
facts  as  to  origin  or  identity  of  verif ied-origin  seed  or  of  any  other  seed 
p-urporting  to  bo  verif  ied-origin  seed  'by  verif  ied-origin  seed  dealers  or 
others  or  of  any  seed  offered  for  sale  or  sold  to  a  verif ied-origin  seed 
dealer  or  shipper  under  a  declaration  of  origin  ty  s.  grov/cr  or  shipper  is 
prohibited.    The  issu.ance  of  a  verif  ied-origin  seed  certificate  by  a  veri- 
ficd-origin  seed  dealer  before  an  inspection  certificate  has  been  issued 
for  the  lot  of  seed  covered  for  sv<ch  certificate  is  a  misrepresentation 
for  v/hich  xho  penalty  for  nisrepresentation  nay  be  invoked. 

Seed  shall  not  be  represented  to  be  verif ied-origin  seed  unless  it 
has  been  covered  by  an  inspection  certificate  signed  by  a  verif ied-origin 
seed  inspector  oven  though  it  nay  have  been  covered  by  a  grov/cr's,  shipper's 
or  State  official's  declaration  of  origin.     In  the  case  of  the  ultimate  pur- 
chaser or  dealer  v;ho  is  not  a  verif  ied-origin  seed  dealer,  seed  is  not  veri- 
fied-origin  seed  unless  it  bears  a  tag  verif ied-origin  seed  certificate  prop- 
erly attached.     Tb.o  tern  "verified  seed"  shall  not  be  used  instead  of  "vcri- 
fied-origin  seed''  as  it  is  likely  to  be  confusing,  if  not  misleading,  to  the 
buyer  who  may  not  loiov/  that  verification  as  to  origin  alone  is  covered  by  the 
service  even  though  standards  of  quality  arc  established  for  seed  bearing 
tag  verif ied-origin  seed  certificates. 

Section  3,    Hoporting  of  improper  use  of  service. — It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  every  inspector  and  vor if ied-or igin  seed  dealer  to  report  to  the 
Chief  of  tho  Service,  each  and  every  instance  of  inproper,  incorrect,  or 
unauthorized  issuance  or  use  made  of  any  verificd-origin  seed  certificate 
or  declaration  of  origin,  or  similar  reprehensible  practice  in  connection 
therev;ith.    Any  inspector  v:ho  fails  to  report  such  use  or  practice  knovm 
to  hin  shall  be  subject  to  discipline.
